Re claim 5 1 , applicant's claimed process for operating a compression ignition engine 
having an exhaust system comprising a non-filtered substrate monolith, wherein the substrate 
monolith comprises an arrangement of the Pd catalyst and Pt catalyst components selected from 
the group consisting of: (a) a first layer comprising the Pt catalyst and a second layer overlying 
the first layer, which second layer comprising the supported Pd catalyst and at least one base 
metal promoter; and (b) a Pt catalyst located downstream of the supported Pd catalyst and at least 
one base metal promoter; is not disclosed or rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
